B. Schnurman, chairman, the 1924 
budget of the Gettysburg 
borough 
council was adopter! a t the regular 
March meeting at the fire 
engine 
house, Thursday evening, without ad­ 
dition or amendment. 
As worked out by the finance com­ 
mitter*, the budget will come within 
$100 of 
utilizing the borough’s in­ 
come for the year ahead. 
In 1923, 
with budgeter! expenditures fixed at 
$28,855, the council was obliged to 
spend during the year $34,903, or $6,- 
10k in excess of its budget. 
The 
1924 budget totals $29,900. 
With only two 
exceptions, , the 
actual expenditures of council 
last 
year 
exceeded 
the 
budget figures. 
The two items in which less than the 
amount fixe! by the bu d g eteer last 
year was spent were those of light­ 
ing and sewer. 
I >r lights, the sum of $4,000 hurl 
been set, whereas the amount expend- 
rn! was $3,991.09, or $8.91 under the 
estimated 
expenditure-._ When 
tho. 
budget was worked out last year, it 
was the belief of the finance commit­ 
tee that sewer extensions would be 
necessary during the year, with a 
view to installing a new and modern 
sewerage disposal plant. 
The proposed plant was allower! to 
hang fire, however, and consequently 
of the sum of $8,000 set aside for 
sewers and their 
extensions, 
only 
$183.44 was used, leaving a balance 
on the credit side of the budget of 
$7.8I«.56. 
W hat was saved on sewers in 1923 
was spent on building streets and 
street 
improvements. 
Only 
$2,000 
had been designated by the finance 
committee last year for streets, but 
$8,285.07 was spent on this item, an 
advance of $8,285 over the budget 
figure.

1. Adoption of a motion empowering the sewer committee to pro­ 
ceed with the selection of an engineering firm to make a preliminary 
survej of the town’s sanitary sewer system, along with the antici­ 
pated extension front the present sewerage disposal plant to the vicinity 
of the stone quarry south of the Hanover road, and to draw up com­ 
prehensive plans for the ultimate erection of a modern sewerage dis­ 
posal plant to replace the present inadequate system. 
2. Acceptance* of the finance committee’s budget for the year 1921 
in which is included, in the item of sewers, funds necessary to pay for 
the preliminary survey and comprehensive plans submitted by the en­ 
gineering firm. 
The cost of making the survey and comprehensive 
plan was estimated by K. II. Craig, of the firm of Banks and Craig.
